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Letter dated 19 April 2018 from the Secretary-General addressed

I have the honour to refer to Security Council resolution 2407 (2018), by which 
the Council decided to extend the mandate of the Panel of Experts established 
pursuant to Security Council resolution 1874 (2009), as specified in paragraph 26 of 
that resolution, until 24 April 2019 and requested me to take the necessary 
administrative measures to that effect. 

Accordingly, I wish to inform you that, after consulting with the Security 
Council Committee established pursuant to resolution 1718 (2006), I have appointed 
the following experts: 

Olaf Andrieu (France), missile issues and other technologies 

Hugh Griffiths (United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland), air transport 

Dmitry Kiku (Russian Federation), customs and export controls 

Stephanie Kleine-Ahlbrandt (United States of America), finance and economics 

Maiko Takeuchi (Japan), nuclear issues 

Jong Kwon Youn (Republic of Korea), non-proliferation, procurement and trade 

Jiahu Zong (China), other weapons of mass destruction and conventional arms 

I have reappointed Neil Watts (South Africa), maritime transport, to serve on 
the Panel until 9 July 2018, when he will reach the maximum period of service under 
the applicable rules and regulations of the United Nations. 

I have designated Hugh Griffiths to serve as Coordinator of the Panel. 

I should be grateful if you would bring this matter to the attention of the 
members of the Security Council.
